Their officers were 
the first deceived and accoramgly quit- 
tea their stations; the soldiers, aftejr 
their example, left their ranks, and 
thus th& -whole LacedemoniaK-army, 
Which had till then OunUnued-tn-bat- 
tle array, broke ranks and aispersed 
all over their camp. 


This was the effect that Epamlnon- 


das had foreseen and expected. As 
soon as he perceived the Lacedemoni- 
ans in the disorder of an army quietly 
retiring to their quarters from a belief 
that there was nothing more to be 
feared, he commanded his men to re- 
cover tlieir arm? and aflvarfc* quickly 
to the attack.. The enemy, in ama^p- 
.ment, ran in haste to recover their 
ranks, and form with all possible ex- 
pedition.
